Egypt Urges 
Quick Pullout 
Of Troops 


UNITED NATIONS (UPID— 
Dr. Mobmoud Fawzi, Foreige 
Minister of the United Arap 
Republic, told the General As- 
sembly Tuesday he hoped for 
prompt withdrawal of Amer? 
can and British troops. from the 
Middle East and that they will 
never be gent there again, 


He said the dispatch of U.S. 
and British forces to Lebanon 
and Jordan last July was “as 
unjustified and unwarranted as 
it has been unwise.” 


“There are indications that 
this withdrawal will be effected 
soon, and we wish to trust that 
it will happen without demur 
and that the sad story of which 
it is a counterpart will not hap- 
pen again,” Fawzi said, 

Fawzi mildly criticized the re- 
port of U.N. Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold on = his 
recent peace-finding mission to 
the Middle East. 

“In a world of imperfection, 
this report is not perfect,” he 
told delegates. 

Fawzi's tone was quite dif- 
ferent from that of Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko, who last Friday had 
attacked the Hammarskjold re- 
port and had strongly urged im- 
mediate General Assembly deba- 
te on the issue of American and 
British armed forces in the Mid- 
die East. 

Earlier, Israel charged Arab 
nations with violating the rules 
they themselves drew up for 
good neighhborliness. 

Mrs. Golda Meir, Israeli For- 
eign Minister, pointed out to the 
General Assembly that the reso- 
lution drafted by 10 Arab na- 
tions and approved unanimously 
last Aug. 21 by the = special 
emergency session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly called upon all 
nations “to act strictly in 
accordance with the principles 
of mutual respect for each 
other’s territorial integrity and 
sovereignty.”

Halt Urged; 
Hanoi Cuts 
Japan Trade 


The Japan-Vietnam Trade 
Association issued a statement 
yesterday urging Japan to sus 
pend reparations negotiations 
with South Vietnam until South 
and North Vietnam is united. 


The statement followed the 
receipt of a message from the 
North Vietnam Export-Import 
Corporation saying that the Cen- 
tral Bank of North Vietnam has 
suspended opening some lette:s 
of credit for Japan because of 
Japan's “unequal” trade policy 
toward the Communist nation. 

The Japan-Vietnam Trade As- 
sociation statement said Japan is 
apparently ignoring the exist- 
ence of the North Vietnam Gov- 
ernment by holding reparations 
taiks with South Vietnam. 

It said that as long as Japan 
maintains its present attitude, 
trade relations between Japan 
and North. Vietnam would be 
broken and would cause diffi- 
culty in resuming trade with 
Communist China. 

The statement said Japan 
should postpone trade and repa- 
rations talks with South Vicv- 
nam and extend cooperation to 
realize unification of the two na- 
tions. 

The reparations negotiations, 
now being conducted in Saigon, 
have been expected to be com- 
pleted by Friday. But the talks 
fell behind schedule on two or 
three points, Foreign Minister 
Alichiro Fujiyama said yester- 
day. 

The Government hoped to sub- 
mit the reparations agreement, 
along with a treaty of naviga- 
tion and commerce, to the cur- 
rent extraordinary Diet, but be- 
cause of the delay the agree- 
ment will probably have to wait 
for ratification by the regular 
Diet session. 

Foreign Minister Fujiyama 
was prepared to go to Saigon 
to sign the agreement. The 
delay in the negotiations was 
caused by disagreement over 
terms of the loans to be extend- 
ect South Vietnam and the grant- 
ing of most-favored nation treat- 
ment to Japan, according to 
Foreign Office sources, Agree- 
ment has been reached on the 
total amount of reparations. 

Sources expected the signing 
of the treaty to be delaved to 
Oct. 15—but that was before the 
North Vietnam stepped in, 

Observers said that the Norin 
Vietnam move was prompted py 
Japanese firms’ failure to fulfill 
contracts for the import of coal 
from Hongei. 

Japanese traders have con- 
tracted to import 360,000 tons 
of Hongei coal a year. But up 
to last month, only 120,000 tons 
were imported, and it was not 
likely that more than 250,000 
tons would be imported through 
next March due to the large 
Japanese coal stockpiles caused 
by the recession. 

Hongei coal is the major Japa- 
nese import from North Viet- 
nam, 

But North Vietnam has been 
considered one of the best Iron 
Curtain nation export markets 
for Japan since trade with Com 
munist China was halted. 

At the end of last month, 
Japan exported £1,560,000 in 
goods and imported £730,900 
while the Japan-North Vietnam 
trade agreement concluded jast 
March provides for/£3 million 
each way annually, 


Council Endorses 
Garcia Japan Trip 


MANILA (UPI)—The Philip- 
pine Council of State, highest 
advisory body of Presidenxt 
Carlos P. Garcia, Tuesday unan- 
imously endorsed Garcia’s 
proposed state visit to Japan. 

A presidential announcement 
said Garcia will soon make 
public his decision on whether 
and when he will make the 
trip. | 

The announcement said Gar- 
cia’s visit to Japan, if accepted 
finally, would be to return the 
trip to the Philippines  tast 
December of Japanese Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi and to 
promote friendly relations with 
Japan, 

Informed sources said Garcia 
is likely to accept Kishi’s invita- 
tion to visit Japan since he hac 
previously said he will have to 
consult with the Council of 
State before deciding on the 
trip. 

.The Manila Evening News 
said the president might make 
the trip early December. Sources 
said if he decides to go to Ja- 
pan he might discuss finaliza- 
tiog of the Marikina Dam pro- 
jects with Japanese leaders. 

Among those who endorsed 
Garcia's trip was Opposition 
Vice President Diosdado Maca- 
pagal. The council is composed 
of Macapagal, Cabinet members 
and Congressional leaders.

Security Treaty will be clarified 
at a meeting of Foreign Minis- 
ter Aiichiro Fujiyama and Am- 
bassador Douglas MacArthur I 
at the end of this week or the 
beginning of next week, Fuji- 
yama said yesterday, 

Answering Socialist questions 
at a meeting of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee of the House of 
Councillors, Fujiyama said he 
did not expect America to use 
its bases in Japan for overseas 
troop staging areas against the 
wishes of Japan. 

Earlier in the day, Fujiyama 
told newsmen that he and Mac- 
Arthur Saturday were designat- 
ed chief negotiators for thé 
pact revision. 

He said the next discussion 
would cover a number of “poll- 
tical problems,” and he hinted 
that these would not include 
treaty terms. 

The Foreign Minister said he 
had already discussed these 
problems with Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi and reached 
general agreement with him on 
them. He indicated that after 
the coming meeting with “Mac- 
Arthur he would take them up 
with Liberal-Democratic Party 
leaders, = 5 

At the Upper House com- 
mittee, Fujivama refrained

Government leaders consider 
it unwise to include such a 
provision because such restriv- 
tion may be binding upon jotat 
Japan-U.S. defense and Japan s 
own defense power at a time 
when military structures in the 
world are expanding rapidiy, 
according to the source,

Spokesmen for the Opposition 
Socialist Party vesterday bitter- 
ly denounced a Government bill 
allegedly aimed at empowering 
the police to carry out “preven- 


tive” mass arrests of strikers 
and demonstrators. 


The bill, calling for a revision 
of the Police Duties Law, will 
be presented to the current Diet 
session, probably this week, 


The bill would give police the 
authority to take “preventive” 
action against “mass violence.” 


The Socialists yesterday swore 
to fight the bill “to the last,” 
denouncing it as an attempt to 
“revive the prewar preventive 
arrests.” 


They charged that revision of 
the law would lead to “abuse of 
official duties and violation of 
human right by the police.” 

Government party sources 
said the purpose of the propos- 
ed revision is to “enable the 
police to take preventive action 
when deemed necessary to 
ward off any serious disturbance 
of public peace and order.” 


Under the revised law, it 
would be entirely up to the 
police to determine whether 
there is’ a danger of public 
peace and order being disturbed 
or not, 


Applied to the trade union 
and other mass movements, 
this could mean mass arrests of 
strikers and demonstrants, in 
case police should decide such 
arrests are necessary to prevent 
mass violence. 


AEC Reveals New 
Russian A-Blast 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Russians fired another nuclear 
weapon Sunday in their current 
tests series—the fifth detected 
so far—the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission announced Monday. 


A brief statement by AEC 
Chairman John A. T. Cone said 
the detonation took place north 
of the Arctic Circle, the same 
area where the other four were 
set off.

Two British soldiers and a Turs- 
ish Cypriot polleeman were? 
killed and seven soldiers injured 
in a series of ambushes in 
Cyprus Tuesday. A Greek 
Cypriot near one ambush scene 
was killed when a bomb he was 
holding exploded. 

This is the seventh day of 
increased violence in the island 
since the seven-year British 
partnership plan came into force 
last Wednesday. 

Tuesday's ambushes occurred 
in widely scattered areas of the 
island and included bombs and 
automatic Weapon attacks.

The Supreme Court yesterday 
rejected ath appeal by U.S. Air- 


and upheld a three-year sen 
tence meted out to him for the 
murder of a Japanese in Chiba 
Prefecture in January 1957. 


The 26-year-old airman had 
been acquitted by the Chiba 
District Court in August 1957, 
but the Tokyo Higher Court 
Sy ‘ overruled the verdict last Febru- 
; —— ary and sentenced him to three 
Jonkheer OO. Rewochlin (right) years in prison. 


Owyang was found guilty of 
fatally stabbing Kenji Kurihara, 
24, with a letter opener on the 
night of Jan. 9, 1957, in Kisa- 
razu, 


The Chiba District Court had 
acquitted the airman on grounds 
that it could not be proved the 
letter opener belonged to Owy- 
ang and that three Japanese at 
the scene of the stabbing were 
unable to testify that Owyang 
had committed the act, 


However, the Tokyo Higher 
Court overruled the decision on 
the ground that there was no 
evidence that anyone other than 
Owyang could have stabbed 
Kurihara. Owyang’s Japanese 
girl friend was also present 
at the scene besides the three 
witnesses. 


It also pointed out that the 
defendant was injured on his 
left wrist. The court said it 
was believed that the victim had 
inflicted the wound in defend- 
ing himself. 


Furthermore, the higher 
court said that although there 
is no evidence that Owyang had 
possessed the letter opener, 
there was a cut in his overcoat 
pocket that had been caused by 
a sharp instrument.

RefugeesGive 


To Sufferers 
Of Izu Flood 


Twenty stateless White Rus- 
sians have contributed ¥2,050 
for the relief of the flood vic- 
tims of Izu Peninsula. 

Their donation was sent from 
their Yokohama refugee hostel 
yesterday to the Ginza head- 
quarters of the Japan Church 
World Service. The CWS is now 
engaged in flood relief work in 
the Shizuoka area. 


An accompanying letter from 
Russian Orthodox nun, Maria 
Andriasheva, said: 


“We beg you to transmit to 
whom you find best the enclos- 
ed money (¥2,050) gathered 
among the refugees living in 
the refugee hostel as a dona- 
tion for the victims of the 
typhoon Ida. It is a small 
amount like the gift of the poor 
widow—St, Mark 13:44—but we 
wish to express our deep sym- 
pathy and sincere compassion 
for these suffering people.” 


The CWS has turned over the 
money to a group of 10 Japa- 
nese YMCA flood relief work- 
ers who were scheduled to leave 
for the Izu flood-stricken area 
this morning. The money will 
probably be used in the YMCA’s 
milk stations. 


The White Russians had ori- 
ginally fled te China at various 
intervals following the Bolshe- 
vik Revolution of 1917. When 
the Communists took over the 
Chinese mainland in 1949, the 
White Russians fled to Japan 
where they have been waiting 
since for visas to enter the 
Inited States under the auspic- 
es of the CWS. 


Mother Maria herself lost her 
husband in the Russian revolu- 
tion, escaping to China with her 
daughter. Her daughter died 
later in an epidemic. 


Train Service Restored 

The train service between 
Mishima and Shuzenji of the 
Izu-Hakone Railway Co., com- 
pletely disrupted by the recent 
typhoon, was restored to nor- 
maicy throughout its 20 kilo- 
meter (12.5 miles) line at 2 p.m.

The Japan National Railways 
has started preparations in full 
swing for its dream  super- 
express which will link Tokyo 
and Osaka in three hours. 


JINR has already completed an 
aerial survey of the area where 
a new Tokaido Line track will 
be laid for the superexpress. 


Construction of a technologi- 
cal center to study the various 
problems of the project at Kuni- 
tachi in the northern suburbs 
of Tokyo will start next week. 


JNR has also started negotia- 
tions with the Finance Ministry 
to seek the money needed for 
the project. 

The railway corporation plans 
to construct test tracks on a 
flat, straight course, probably 
between Fujisawa and Odawara 
in Kanagawa Prefecture. Ex- 
perimental runs will be made 
on this track, 


The projected superexpress 
will have a maximum speed of 
250 kilometers (155 miles) per 
hour, 


The test tracks will be some 
37 kilometers (23 miles) long 
and will become part of the new 
Tokaido Line, 


JNR plans to start construc- 
tion of the test track next year 
and complete it in three years— 
if the necessary money is 
forthcoming. 


The test tracks alone will 
cost about ¥10,000 million.

SAPPORO (Kyodo)—The Sap- 
poro District Court, in a provi 
sional disposition Monday, bar- 
ned the entry of striking union- 
ists or third parties into the 
compounds of the Ojf Paper 
Co.’s Tomakomai mill in Hok- 
kaido, 


The decision was made in ac- 
cordance with an appeal made 
by the company Sept. 19. 


According to the court deci- 
sion, members of the company’s 
first union, Who have been strik- 
ing since mid-July, and any 
other third parties, will ‘% 
banned from entering not only 
the premises of the Tomakomat 
mil] but also its forest milis ‘n- 
cluding waterways which carry 
timber. 

The first union has been fight- 
ing for higher wages and agains* 
the company’s proposal to 
switch from the closed shop sys- 
tem to an open shop formula. 


Those dissatisfied with the bel- 
ligerent attitude of the union 
leaders seceded from the group 
and organized the second union. 
The second union members 
went back to work Sept. 14. 


The court disposition made it 
possible for the company to 
transport timber from its forest 
mills and secure a quantity 
sufficient to last for 700 days at 
its present scale of operations. 
The company's timber stock had 
dwindied to two days’ supply 
when the court issued the pro 
visional ban. 

It was believed possible, how- 
ever, that the unionists might 
try to obstruct the doating of 
timber. 

Meanwhile, seven unionists 
were arrested yesterday for ob- 
structing police duty in a clash 
between 500 members of the 
first union and a police equad 
at the Kasugai Plant of the O}i 
Paper Co. in Aichi Prefecture.

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STOPS PAIN IMMEDIATELY 
AND, IS. SAFE .AND, HARMLESS 
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Education Centers Enable Youths 
To Study and Play on Their Off Day 


By TSUGI SHIRAISHI 
Need for “Seinen Gakkyu”™ 
(education centers for working 
youths) has become greater be- 


cause of the recent decision 
among many shop owners to 
give thelr young employes a 


weekly holiday or at least two 
davs off a month. The Seinen 
Gakkyu is almost the only place 
where young workers who are 
away from home are able to 
take up wholesome recreation 
and vocational guidance, 


There are more than 16,000 
such centers all over the coun- 
try, which are utilized hy &60.- 
000 working youths. In Tokyo 
aione there are 230 centers 
where 18,000 are enrolled. 


The first center was started 
by a group of young farmers in 
a little village in Yamagata Pre- 
fecture in 1947. Those vouths 
wanted to learn an improved 
agricultural technique and also 
spend their spare time for use- 
ful purposes. With no financial 
means and little sympathy from 
other villagers they struggled 
along when the prefectural gov-

the ambitious efforts of the 
youths extended a helping hand, 
materially and morally. 

This matter was finally taken 
up by the Education Ministry 
and a law formally organizing 
more centers was enacted in 
1953. In accordance with the 
law many education centers 
sprang up in all parts of the 
country under the supervision 
ef village, town and municipal 
government social education au- 
thorities. 


At such centers the study 
schedule is planned by the stu- 
dents themselves with advice of 
teachers at each center. Besides 
classroom studies they take up 
handicrafts, sports, music and 
club activities. No fee is charg- 
ec. 


For the sake of convenience 
governmentoperated elementary 
and junior high school buildings 
and public halls are used in the 
evening and principals of such 
schools and heads of public 
hatis are placed in charge of the 
centers. 

Work During Day 


Those who come to the cen- 
ters are employed during the 
day at small shops and indus- 
trial plants where working 
hours are much longer than at 
large factories and shops. While 
youths employed at large plants 
the eight-hour dav is 
strictly observed, attend night 
schools the unfortunate ones 
werking at small plants and 
shops must serve till fate at 
night and therefore cannot at- 
tend regular night schools. To 
such youths the education cen- 
ters offer opportunities to im- 
prove their skill and mingle 
with others of their own age. 


The bovs and girls at such 
centers attend classes twice a 
week or so. According to Toshi- 
taka Higashi of the Tokyo Metro- 
politan Government social edu- 
cation section, the feudalistic 
apprenticeship svstem is still in

Lack Finances

satisfactory educational  pro- 
ject is possible, according to 
Ogasawara. 


However, the principal hope- 
fully mentions the fact that the 
proprietors have expressed 
their intention to help finance 
the center. “If this good will 
materializes better programs 
can be planned,” he says, 


“IT have heard about a plan 
to build a large center on the 
outskirts of Tokyo, but my 
opinion is that instead of one 
large center many small cen- 
ters are needed in the vicinity 
of the place of employment so 
that they can ‘come often in 
their spare time instead of tak- 
ing a long trip to the faraway 
center only a few times a year,” 
is Ogasawara's opinion. 

Cooperation of Employes 

To make a success of such 
centers the cooperation of em- 
ployves is needed according to 
Higashi of the Metropolitan 
Government. For instance the 
education center at the Kyoka 
Elementary School in Chuo-ku, 
Tokyo, which is open on Sun- 
days was inaugurated five years 
ago on the initiative of some 
50 young businessmen who are 
members of the Junier Cham- 
her of Commerce and Industry. 


At present 19 interest groups 
are active including business 
management, blookkeeping and 
soroban, penmanship, chorus, 
dramatics, literature, classical 
music, elocution, recreation 
such as social and folk dancing 
and indoor sports, current 
events, arts, mountain climbing, 
printing, western sewing, Eng- 
lish conversation, string music, 
appreciation of movies, gd and 
shogi (Japanese chess and 
checkers). 

The students themselves or- 
ganize committees such as for 
study, living, public relations, 
secretariat, evaluation, recrea- 
tion and library. A self-govern- 
ment policy is applied to the 
management of this center, 

When the Labor Standards 
Law becomes more. effective 
and small plants and shops 
must give regular days off to 
all employes, the need for edu- 
cational centers to take care of 
working youths will grow. Pro- 
per guidance will be a positive 
measure to prevent the increase 
of juvenile delinquents.

The bidding went one heart 
by South and four hearts by 
North. East-West did not enter 
in the auction at most tables.

When you look at the four 
hands, you will see that the de- 
clarer has one loser in clubs, 
two in diamonds and one in 
spadea—four in all, Therefore 
he can go down easily. How- 
ever, bridge players will try not 
to lose all those four tricks, 
especially one in spades, 
order to make the bid. 

A weak defense may not be 
quick to grab the two diamond 
tricks and let the declarer dis- 
card all his diamond losers un- 
der the clubs, this letting him 
make five odds. 

The most natural lead by 
West is the nine of hearts, De- 
clarer can pick up all trumps 
from adversaries in three 
rounds, but the key to this deal 
is to knock out the club ace and 
prepare sluffs. 

West will be in again with the 
ace of clubs and he and his part- 
ner may cash two diamonds. But 
declarer can pitch two losing 
spades under the established 
clubs and is able to make the 
bid. 

When West is in with the club 
ace, if he happens to switch to 
a spade, declarer can make six 
odds, because declarer will have 
an automatic finesse and still be 
able to ruff the third spade and 
pitch all his losing diamonds 
under the clubs. 

As far as West is concerned, 
the diamonds and spades are the 
same: he has both kings. Yet 
one is good and the other is bad; 
the question is how is he to 
know about it. The opening lead 
is the nine of trumps. While 
declarer is busy picking up 
West's remaining trumps, East 
could signal high low in dia- 
monds, i.e., discard first the 
seven and five, unnatural, com- 
manding his partner to lead it. 

Some declarers played it in 
the following manner and man- 
aged to do down one.

The reactor, purchased from 
the United States like the first 
water boiler-type reactor now in 
operation at the Tokai Village 
station, is being set up under a 
purchase contract with a US.

Offshore Oil

AKITA (Kyodo)—A  ¥1,000- 
million offshore oil drilling 
platform will start operating 
Sunday off Michikawa Beach to 
explore potential undersea oil 
resources estimated to extend 
60 kilometers (37 miles) from 
Akita to Sakata in Akita Pre- 
fecture. 

The gigantic platform, weigh- 
ing some 4,300 tons, was towed 
yesterday to a point some two 
Kilometers (1.2 miles) off 
Michikawa from the Akita Port 
and will shortly. start boring 
operations on the seabed to a 
depth of 1,500 meters (5,000 
feet).

45 meters (150 feet) long, the 
triangular-shaped platform is 53 
meters (175 feet) long and six 
meters (20 feet) high. 

Officials of the Oil Resources 
Development Co., owner of the 
platform, said that oil deposits 
in this part of the prefecture 
are estimated at some 280,000 
Kiloliters (74,000,000 gallons) or 
some 80 per cent of Japan's to- 
tal annual oil output. 

The estimate is based on the 
prospecting carried out by the 
Company during the past two 
years over the,60-kilometer (37 
miles) stretch along the Japan 
Sea coast of the prefecture. 

The officials added that the 
company will concentrate on 
the drilling off Michikawa 
Beach this year but next year 
it will work on 66 other Spots 
in these waters. 

The drilling will cost some 
¥3,900 million, of which ¥3,100 
million will be furnished by the 
Government.

Mandatory

WASHINGTON  (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Sen. Norris Cotton, a 
member of the special Senate 
committee studying the ailing 
United States textile industry, 
said Monday he would recom- 
mend that the Government 
make no further concessions to 
Japanese textile imports. 


The senator. a Republican 
from New Hampshire, returned 
from public hearings in South

New York and Boston. Con- 
gress established the committee 
on Senator Cotton's resolution. 


Senator Cotton said that 
further surveys would be made 
before final recommendations 
were made to Congress. But in 
the meantime the time was ap- 
proaching for conferences with 
Japan on extension of her 
voluntary quota restrictions on 
her textile exports to the United 
States. 


“I shall recommend that the 
in advance of its 
final hearings, insist to the Ad- 
ministration and State Depart- 
ment that they make no further 
concessions on such (Japanese) 
imports,” he said. 

The hearings to date—in six 
cities, inchuding Washington— 
had convinced him that while 
voluntary Japanese quotas had 
beer helpful, mandatory quotas 
on all types of textiles of for- 
«ign or.sin must be established, 
Senator Cotton sald. 


“When I speak of such man-

Macmillan 
Urges H’kong 
Cloth Quota 


HONGKONG (Kyodo-Reuter) 
~— British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan informed the textiles 
meeting Tuesday that he was 
convinced a comprehensive and 
voluntary agreement on cotton 
quotas would be the best in- 
terests of Hongkong and Britain. 

Macmillan outlined his views 
In a cabled message to the final 
meeting of the conference be- 
tween Lord Rochdale’s mission 
and the colony's textile negotia- 
ing committee. 


Macmillan said he was sorry 
to learn that current discussions 
might break up without an 
agreement being reached and 
added this would be “most un- 
fortunate”. 


His message was read to the 
final session of the conference 
which was trying to fix a volun- 
tary ceiling on the amount of 
cotton goods Hongkong sends to 
Britain as retained imports. 


Macmillan’s message said in 
part, “I remain convinced that 
it would be in the interests of 
Hongkong and the United King- 
dom alike that a mutually satis- 
factory voluntary agreement on 
comprehensive basis should be 
achieved. 


“This would provide a period 
during which necessary adjust- 
ments could be made without 
hardship on either side and 
would have great advantage of 
removing this issue from domes- 
tic politics in the United King- 
dom. 

“lL earnestiy hope even now 
both sides may feel able to 
make further efforts needed to 
conclude a satisfactory agree- 
ment.” 


The Rochdale mission was 
due to leave for home Tuesday 
after a morning session aimed 
at ironing out last minute 
hitches.

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FAO Conference 


The statement of Agriculture-Forestry Minister Kunio 
Miura at the Food and Agriculture Organization regional 
conference which opened in Tokyo on Monday that Japan 
had still many agricultural problems to solve despite the 
tremendous technical progress made in recent years is one 
to be borne in mind. 

Japan has fortunately enjoyed bumper harvests of late 
years and her methods of rice cultivation have been the 
admiration of other Asian nations but these facts do not 
preclude the desire and the need for still further improve- 
ments. With its ever-increasing population, Japan requires 
more and more foodstuffs and to meet this requirement it 
is desirable, if possible, to make more agricultural land 
available and also to grow a greater variety of food crops. 
The Government is giving attention to both these matters 
although there is a good deal of public apathy to overcome, 
we regret to say. It must not be lost sight of that the 
import of grains and other foodstuffs imposes a strain on 
Japan. 

In these circumstances the discussions at the FAO meet- 
ings here should be of considerable interest and value to 
this country. The delegates will discuss where are East 
Asia's chronic food shortages, where are the surpluses that 
can fill these food gaps and what are the best ways to help 
forward a more balanced production of food for all the 
region’s peoples, 

In a number of countries, 
satisfactory. Last season, there was a drop in rice produc- 
tion in India, Burma, Thailand, Ceylon and Cambodia, 
where drought and floods redueed crops 10 to 25 per cent 
below the previous season’s figures. This, in view of popu- 
Jation pressures, can only be regarded as exhibiting a 
serious development for which there is an urgent need to 
find countermeasures. 

With a somewhat limited budget the FAO has not been 
able to do. as much as most people have felt desirable. 
Launched in 1945, the organization recommends and, where 
possible, promotes national and international action in ac- 
cordance with its objectives. It has done a valuable work 
in supplying member governments with facts and figures, 
appraisals and foreeasts, relating to nutrition and produc- 
tion, trade and consumption of the products of agriculture, 
fisheries and forestry and has also operated part of the 
United Nations’ expanded technical assistance program 
under which technicians are sent, on request, to under- 
developed countries to aid in programs of national develop- 
ment. 

As Mr. Miura emphasized in opening the Tokyo con- 
ference, Japan is always willing to cooperate with FAO 
member countries in Asia to help them stabilize farm pro- 
ductiog and advance their agricultural techniques. We are 
happy to have this meeting convened in Tokyo and look 
to see further good come from it. Food is a primary need 
of mankind and that there should still be parts of the 
world witha food shortage is something that calls for 
energetic cooperative action.

Influenza Warning 

The sudden shift from summer to autumn weather 
catches many of us unprepared. We like to put off as long 
as we can dragging out our heavy duty wardrobes. Doctors 
tell us, though, that the body is in @ relatively defenseless 
state during these months, when it is in the process of 
adjusting to the changing weather, and resistance to the 
change is not only foolish but dangerous, 

Alrewdy ‘evidence of this is beginning to pile up. In- 
fluenza is currently spreading throughout Japan and an 
epidemic of major proportions is predicted for the coming 
cold months. 

Of course, flu can thrive during warm weather as well. 
Remember the spring and summer epidemic last year. The 
germ is more prevalent in winter, though, and also a whole 
lot stronger. 

The flu that is going around now has been described 
as Mot especially potent, though the thousands of people 
who have.fallen victim to it would doubtless advise every- 
body else to avoid it if they possibly can. The experts in 
predicting an epidemic ahead don’t say how deadly the 
germ is apt to become, only that it threatens to put a 
good percentage of the population to bed. 

This can result in a tremendous loss to the nation. 
When schools have to shut down, all the children—the 
healthy with the sick—suffer interruption’ of their educa- 
tion. Business énterprises and government offices can be 
brought to a standstill by the absence of many key workers. 

As a matter of nationai policy, then, the government 
should.do everything within its power to thwart the spread 
of flu... Vaeeine to take care of 400,000 persons is being 
readied and a nationwide Influenza Prevention Committee 
is in. operation. 

Offhand, the vaccine program may be said to be al- 
together too modest. The sad truth is, though, that no 
one knows how effective this might be against the particu- 
lar viruses of the season. We hope medical science will 
some day offer better protection against flu. Our major 
hope this year is in the committee that’s been set up to 
collect and disseminate data, which might help in stemming 
the epidemic, and in the cooperation of a forewarned public. 


Stevenson Reports on Russia 


Kremlin’s Biggest Worry 


USSR Uneasy About China but Stands Firm With Peiping on Taiwan 


Russia's greatest anxiety today 
‘s China, Adlai Stevenson found 
during. his month-long visit to the 


Soviet Union. In this fourth of @ 
series of articles, however, he 
warns not to underestimate the 


solidarity of the Moscow-Peiping 
Axis, particularly in the Quemoy 
crisis.—Editor. 


Yesterday I said that all was 
not sweetness and light in the 
Communist camp. We Amer 
cans make a great mistake anc 
contribute to their solidarity by 


treating all the Communist 
countries alike. They aren't. 
Communist conviction, and 


lovalty and obedience to their 
Moscow masters varies widely, 
even between neighbors like 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. The 
fever chart, of dissent differs 
from country to country. In 
short. Tito and his idea that 
you can be a good Communist 
in Yugoslavia and not subser- 
vient to Russia is not the Krem- 
lin’s only anxiety, 

And the biggest anxiety of 
all is China. In 1947, Mao Tse- 
tung echoed Khrushchev's ear- 
lier liberal ideas about “many 
roads to  secialism.” Mao's 
colorful Chinese equivalent was 
“let a hundred flowers bloom, 
and one hundred schools of 
thought contend.” But the re- 
suits frightened him; the liberal 
experiment with dissent was 
brief, and Mao quickly threw 
his ponderous weight violently 
against dissent, against Tito, 
against relaxation of tensions, 
and for rigid tolerance of any 
Communist deviation, 


Moscow Listens 

And when the leaders of 600 
million Chinese speak, Moscow 
listens. Illustrations are num- 
erous. My own visit with Pre- 
mier Khrushchev in the Krem- 
lin was only a few hours after 
he had returned from a sécret 
four-day visit to Peiping. There, 
I suspect, he heard some vigor- 
ous advice about Soviet deport- 
ment in the U.N, where “China” 
is represented by Chiang Kai- 
shek, agreed to give them nu- 
clear weapons and promised full 
support to Mao's. new efforts to 
liquidate Talwan and humiliate 
the U.S. 

At one point in my travels 
this summer I was very near 
the Chinese border. That was 
at Alma-Ata {which means 
“father of apples”), the capital 
of Kazakhstan, way out in Cen- 
tral Asia, and about as far as 
you can get around the world 
from Libertyville, Tllinois! 
Alma-Ata is a beautiful city at 
the foot of great snow-capped 
mountains, On the other side is 
“nina, 

But the presence of China in 
Russian affairs is something I 
felt everywhere in the USSR— 
at Tashkent in Uzbekistan, 
where the huge “Lenin” stadium 
(they are always named “Lenin” 
or “Stalin") was festooned with 
banners welcoming Chinese ath- 
letes of the “brotherly republic;” 
at Sverdlovsk in the heart of 
the Urals, where packing crates 
in the great Uralmash heavy 
machinery works bore Manchu- 
rian addresses; and not least in 
Moscow, Where Chinese faces 
are common and China is very 
much on the minds of impor- 
tant officials. 


China's Industrialization 

As I said, Mao’s famous “hun- 
dred flowers” were never allow- 
ed to bloom; instead, I was told 
in Moscow, 10,000 little pig-iron 
blast furnaces have sprouted up 
over the Chinese landscape us- 
ing local materials and the limit 
less labor. In Moscow they 
speak of the pace of China's 
industrialization with near awe. 
A high Polish officia) told us 
that Chinese industrial produc- 
tion rose by 30 per cent jaat 
vear. “Astonishing” was the 
term Khrushchev used, and he 
added that the Chinese them- 
selves had not foreseen the 
rapidity of the development,

“Every d.."” he said, “1 sit 
in my theate. and dream about 
the play I am going to do to- 
morrow and I am happy. That 
is the way it is with the Rus- 
sian people, There are many 
things that we do not have. 
But happiness does not lie in 
the things one has, One may 
have a house, a car, plenty of 
food—many things—but these 
do not make happiness, Happi- 
ness does not lie in today but 
in tgmorrow—and in our dreams 
for tomorrow, 

“You are a young country, 
and you are. dreaming of to- 
morrow. We are younger still 
—only 41 vears old—and we are 
dreaming of tomorrow, But 
China is younger than either 
of us—harely 10 years old. It 
is the youngest, most exciting 
nation in the world—with the 
greatest dreams of all. I visit- 
ed China five years ago. It 
was the most extraordinary ex- 
perience of my life. People in 
China have had nothing—noth- 
ing! Now several hundred mil- 
lion people are dreaming of to- 
morrow. I cannot describe to 
you the feeling of excitement 
there—much, much more even 
than here in the Soviet Union,” 

Russia's Anxiety 

But with the pride there is 
also anxiety about what China’s 
industrial development means 
for the future. One day I ask- 
ed a high official, who must be 
nameless, “And how about the 
production of babies in China?” 
adding that if the Chinese popu- 
lation continues to expand at 
the present rate, Russia will 
one day look to her neighbor 
like the “largest, enrptiest land 
in the world.” : 

“Ah, that's the trouble,” 
replied wunhesitatingly. The 
question in my mind—and, I 
think, in his—was: What will 
Russia's position be when a 
powerful, industrialized China. 
bursting with population, begins 
to eve the vast and sparsely 
populated reaches of the Rus- 
sian jJand?

And whenever I remarked, 
as I often did, that a U.N. com- 
mission estimated the popuia- 


tion of China in the year 2000 
at 1,600 million the look of con- 
sternation was invariable. Nor 
was [| surprised when on a 
couple of oceasions Soviet offi- 
cials 


quickly raised their 
vodka glasses and_ replied: 
“which is another reason for 
better Soviet-American rela: 
tions.” 


_. Soviet-Chinese Ties 

Having all this in mind, 1 
asked Anastas Mikoyan, First 
Deputy Premier and the lead- 
ing authority on trade, about 
Soviet-Chinese economic rela- 
tions. “Never any friction,” he 
assured me. Russian-Chinese 
trade is said to be about $1,500 
million annually and principal 
Russian exports are machinery, 
metals and oil. But what was 
Russia importing from China 
in return for its exports, I 
asked. 

Mikoyan mentioned silk, rice, 
blankets, bed sheets and other 
items. The Soviet Union, he 
Said, makes it a practice to 
take what China can supply. 
For example, we produce much 
silk but still can absorb some 
12 million meters from China. 
Sometimes, he went on, we 
reduce OUr OWn output of a 
given commodity by 2 or 3 per 
cent in order to accommodate 
imports from China. We have 
deliberately shifted part of our 
rice acreage in Central Asia to 
cotton in order to be able to 
absorb a large amount of Chi- 
nese rice. 

Was this trade -conducted on 
a money basis? Yes, he said, 
within a framework of credit 
relations, Individual organiza- 
tions in both countries deal on 
2 monetary basis and at the 
end of the year there’s a clear- 
ing arrangement. If total trade 


does not halance out, “addi- 
tional deliveries” must be made 
the next year. The Chinese 
could, according to present’ ar- 
rangements, go into debt to 
Russia for a8 much as 300 mil- 
lion rubles ($80 million at the 
official rate of exchange), but 
if the debt went any higher it 
was necessary to “talk things 
over.” 

But “never any friction,” he 
repeated. 


I wonder! Certainly relations 
have not always been as warm 
as they appear to be now. 

But—and this is the 
for today"”—-it would be a very 
great mistake to underestimate 
the present solidarity of Rus- 
sia and China—or, indeed, as 
Khrushchev implied, of th 
whole Communist empire. They 
may fight like cats and dogs 
with each other, but as to the 
outside world their unity is 
formidable. They will stick to- 
gether. Theirs is one universe; 
ours is another. The Polish 
Foreign Minister used the 
analogy of a family where 
emotional arguments at home 
don't mean disunion outside, 


Explosive Feeling 


And any idea that Russia and 
China especially can be divided 
is dangerous fantasy, at least 
for the present, 

In Paris, not long ago, Pierre 
Mendes-France, the former 
Prime Minister of France, who 
has recently visited China, con- 
firmed this emphatically. And 
he went on, with sober. gravity, 
to confirm another impression 
I have gathered on this year’s 
travels: the angry hostility of 
the Chinese leaders to the US. 

China is the oldest, the 
largest and once the greatest 
nation On earth. They feel, I 
was told, that they have been 
humiliated by the West for 
generations and that they still 
are by the United States, which 
refuses to acknowledge their 
revolution, insists that Taiwan 
is the legitimate China, keeps 
them out of the United Nations 
and is forever plotting war 
against them. 


l wonder if we Americans 
realize how bitter—‘explosive” 
was Mendes-France’s word— 
this. feeling is. Perhaps it 
helps to explain the renewed 
attack on Quemoy and the 
threatening, intemperate tone 
of Khrushchev and Co., for the 
Russians are going to leave no 
doubt—especially in Peiping— 
about their support of China’s 
claims to Taiwan, 


“Hate America” 

Is the intensity of the “hate 
America” campaign prepara- 
tion for war? I doubt it, but ! 
have no doubt that the possi- 
bility makes Khrushehev as un- 
easy as it does us. 

Friends in Europe, anxious 
about the bitterness in China, 
said I should go there—not to 
learn about China but to try to 
explain our side—that we are 
not bloodthirsty warmongers 
waiting to destroy them and 
restore Chiang Kai-shek, that 
we too have grievances that we 
feel very deeply, that we worry 
about their intentions as much 
as they worry about ours, and 
that all we want is peace and 
a just settlement in Taiwan, 

I thanked them kindly for 
suggesting such a mission, and 
said that, after 10 weary weeks 
of incessant travel, I was al- 
most glad our Government 
wouldn’t even let Americans go 
to China!

FLASHES IN THE NIGHT. A 
collection of stories from Contem- 
porary Hungary. Edited by A. 
Rothberg and W. Juhasz. Published 
by Random House, New York. $2.75. 


The repercussions of the Hur- 
garian revolt have not yet been 
fully appreciated, and its infiu- 
ence has by no means been fully 
exhausted; few events have so 
touched the mind and heart: of 
the world. The five authors 
presented in this volume of 
stories written in the period 
1954-1956 are representative of 
the finest contemporary talent 
in Hungarian letters, and their 
work reflects some of the tem- 
per of protest which produced 
and supported the Revolt, 


“Flashes in the Night” con- 
tains seven Stories, carefully 
edited and selected, and intend- 
ed to serve as an introduction 
to modern Hungarian literature. 
They are sincere and honest, 
and have survived with integ- 
rity despite the rigid censorship 
and control over published 
material exercised by State and 
Party. 

Some are by Communist and 
fellow-traveler authors, and be- 
cause of this are perhaps more 
significant than they might 
otherwise be. The stories are 
uneven in quality and of differ- 
ent genres. Tibor Dery’s are of 
high artistic merit; Gyarfas’ 
story is a popular humorous 
satire; Santha’s story is a strip- 
ped~<iown folk tale; Szabo’s piece 
is more a personal reminiscence 
than a story; Tamasi's tales are 
peasant parables or folk alle- 
gory, and imbued with genuine 
religious feeling. 

Dery'’s “Love” 


describes a 


‘man returning to his wife and 


son after seven years of poli- 
tical imprisonment in a Com- 
munist jail. (Dery himself is 
now in jail.) His “Behind the 
Brick Wall” portrays a Com- 
munist factory official who is a 
decent man and, in consequence, 
driven to illness and despair 
by the role which Communist 
society forces upon him. “Old 
Man December”: is a gentle 
satire on Communist violation 
of legal and natural order. 

“Flashes in the Night” is 
modelled on the Biblical rendi- 
tion of Joseph, Mary and the 
Christ Child. These two are by 
Aron Tamasi, 

Ferenc Santha’s “Straw 
Bliss” shows the delight of a 
man and his wife who are able 
to buy three sheaves of straw 
for their mattress. In the satire, 
“Louis Kossuth at Kisgomboc,” 
Miklos Gyarfas writes of a petty 
official in a small town who de- 
pletes the Party treasury and 
makes a mockery of Communist 
policy. 

“A Mother’s Tears in the 
Bukk Mountains” by Pal Szabo 
concerns an old peasant woman 
crying out the universal queés- 
tion of all mothers whose sons 
are prisoners of war.

For he will have to prevent 
Chiang from attacking the main- 
land. and, having done that, he 
will have to insist on our right 
to negotiate for a ceasefire to 
be followed by the withdrawal 
of the Nationalist troops. 

The troops can be saved but 
not the offshore islands, and 
this country will have done ali 
that it is obligated to do for 
Taiwan if it extricates one-third 
of Chiang’s army from the trap 
they are in. 

Moreover, it is a question 
whether the understanding 
agreed to by Dulles at the time 
the Taiwan treaty was ratified 
by the Senate gives the Presi- 
dent the moral right to do any 
more.

There is no doubt that the 
withdrawal of the Nationalist 
troops will mean ‘that Chiang 
has" been defeated in the off- 
shore islands, and that all hope 
of his return by invading the 
mainland will have been written 
off spectacularly. But bad as it 
will be for Chiang’s prestige, 
and also in some measure for 
our own, it will be less bad than 
the other possibilities now open 
to us. The withdrawal and sal- 
vaging of Chiang’s troops will 
be less bad than a war which 
would be enormously difficult fo 
localize and, if it involved nu- 
clear weapons, would have 
catastrophic effects on our 
whole position in Asia. For the 
people of Asia have not for- 
gotten that the first time that 
nuclear weapons were used in 
war it was by the United States 
against an Asian people. It is 
unthinkable that President 
Eisenhower should repeat that 
tragedy. 

The evacuation of Chiang’s 
troops will be less bad also in 
its effect than letting these 
troops be besieged and starved 
while we stand by and make 
ineffectual attempts to run the 
blockades. '

All the choices are horrid. 
The grim truth is that Dulles 
has been caught in a trap which 
could have been avoided by in- 
sisting that Chiang withdraw 
his troops before this bombard- 
ment began. There is no pretty 
and agreeable way to get out of 
such a trap. 

The best way out is to act with 
the magnanimity and self-assur.- 
ance of a great power, to dis- 
entangle ourselves from Chiang, 
and then to astonish the world 
by a show of realism and com- 
mon sense about the future of 
Taiwan.
